The restriction requirement mailed on 23 May of 2006 required an election of single disclosed species of transmembrane protein. 
In the response filed 22 June of 2006 Applicant elected the species "GPCR". This is not fully responsive because claim 19, for 
example, discloses twelve patentably distinct species of GPCR. Therefore, "GPCR" is not a single disclosed species of 
transmembrane protein. "Dopamine Dl receptor" or "serotonin transporter" would each be an example of a single disclosed species 
of transmembrane protein. See 37 CFR 1.111.
